Presi- 
dent Kavanaugh stated that it would be 
be made a part of the record of the con- 
vention, of which a large number of 
copies will be printed. 

Francis Introduces Bryan. 

The Nebraskan was- the © principal 
speaker. today. He was introduced_by 
former Gov, Francis of Missouri as “a 
man whose oratory has held the coun- 
try spellbound for 12 years,”’ and as ‘‘one 
of the greatest minds of the world.”

BELGRADE, Servia, Oct. 8—More 
than one hundred persons were in- 
jured here today in a clash between 
troops and a mob during an attack on 
tlie office of the foreign ministry. The 
moh was incensed at the weak note of 
protest sent by the Servian ministry to 
Austria against Austrian annexation 
of Bosnia and Herzegovina and set out 
to be revenged. The cavalry used sa- 
bers on the crowd and were assailed in 
return with stones and clubs. 
~The second reserves were called out 
today, veing added to the 120,000 first 
reserves that were called out by a 
royal ukase on Tuesday.

Mrs. Dora Hahn, from whom Julius 
Hahn obtained a divorce because of her 
infatuation for a Filipino scout at the 
World’s Fair, is buried in St. Mathew’s 
Cemetery under an assumed name, arc- 
cording to allegations in an application 
filed Thursday for custody of her son, 
Julius Carl Hahn. 

The application, filed by Henry Hahn, 
father of Julius, stites that he has in- 
formation that Mrs. Hahn died in Pres- 
cott, Ariz., May 14, 1908, and that a body 
purporting to be that of Ruley Schu- 
macher, but which he believes to have 
been that of his’ former wife, was 
brought to St. Louis and buried. 

This was dor, he alleges, to keep the 
father from Knowing that Mrs. Hahn 
was dead, so that the custody of the 
child, awarded to Mrs. Hahn, would not 
be affected. 

Child: Found With Grandmother, 

The body was brought to St. Louis, 
according to the application, by Mrs. 
Dora Schumacher, mother of Mrs. 
Hahn, who is alleged to have had the 
custody of the child since that time. 

Judge Kinsey issued an order direct- 
ing Mrs. Schumacher to produce the 
child in court. When Deputy Sheriffs 
Gus Baur and John Nichols went to 
Mrs. Schumacher’s home, 1120 Hickory 
street, they found a “For Rent’’ sign 
on the door. Mrs. Schumacher had her 
furniture packed ready to go to Call- 
fornia. She and the child were taken 
to the Sheriff's office, where they will 
be detained until Thursday afternoon, 
when there ‘will be a hearing on the 
application.

Hahn accused his wife of receiving the | 


attentions of several Filipino scouts, 
Teodulfo ©. Paliso in particular. 

The Hahns lived at 1840 Victor street. 
The testimony was that after Mrs. Hahn 
struck up an acquaintance with the 
scouts at the World’s Fair she encour- 
aged them to visit her home, where 
they were taught such games as “Drop 
the Handkerchief,” “Button, Button, 
Who Has the Button,” “Spin the Plate,” 
and s0 on. 

Mrs. Hahn was assisted in entertain- 
ing them by several young women. As 
many as 10 or 12 brown men were often 
at the house the same evening, the wit- 
nesses said. 

Finally, however, they all ceased their 
visits except Foliso. He continued to 
call until the close of the Fair, and 
a call the day after it closed went far 
toward helping Hahn get his divorce. 

There was also testimony that Mrs. 
Hahn had become acquainted with a 
Japanese and received letters from 
him, in one of which he declared that 
his love for her would survive though 
the Mississippi went dry and Mount 
Olympus fell down.

Divorce Suit Charges of Both 
Parties Are Dismissed 
by Court. 





Asserting that they should make up 
for the sake of their child, Judge 
Withrow has dismissed the divorce suit 
of Mrs. Josephine E. Geipe!l against 
Adolph G. Geipel.

It bore the 
initials, “J. E. P. G.',, and printed on 
it was the sentiment, ‘““‘You have woven 
a net around me, sweetheart.’’ There 
was a picture of a woman, in decollete, 
inclosed in a cobweb. According to 
Mrs. Bechtold the following, which does 
not now appear, was written over the 
initials: ‘“‘Are you ,800d at guessing, 
sweetheart.” 
Mrs. Bechtold testified that she sus- 
pected Mrs. Geipel had sent the post- 
ecard and that she sent for her. “She 
admitted being the sender,” the witness 
testified. ‘‘She also admitted she .oved 
my husband and I warned her to nev er 
address any more communications to 
him and to quit calling to see him.” 
Mrs. Bechtold was asked if she was 
not a friend of Mrs. Geipel. “I liked 
her,”” she said, “until I found out gshe 
thought more ‘of my husband than of 
her own.” -The witness said she told 
Geipel of the incident. Mrs. Geipel was 
net recalled to the stand and asked 
about the incidents related’ by Mrs. 
Bechtold. 
Mrs. Geipel lives with her mother, 
Mrs. G. B. Pierson at 7109 Virginia ave- 
nue, She declared that her husband 
had no reason for jeaving. The Geipels 


lived in the lower flat at 6719 Vermont 
avenue and Mr. and Mrs. Pierson lived 


upstairs. 

Mrs. Pierson, who testified for her 
daughter, denied that she _ interfered 
with the affairs of Mr, and Mrs. Geipel 
or that she nag-~ed her son-in-law. 

“Did you not threaten him with a 
teacup?’’ she was asked. 

“IT sald I would like t- throw a tea- 
cup at him,” the mother-in-law ex- 
plained. 


Fond of Wife. 

The defendant's counsel was unable to 
Geipel of a 
definite nature and he was withdrawn 
after a short examination. He said he 
is fond of his wite and wants to live 
with her, but objects to living in the 
same house with her mother.

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MR. HADLEY AND PROHIBITION. 

In his letter to Mr. H. P. Faris, the prohibition 
candidate for Governor, declining a joint debate, 
and in some of his speeches, Attorney-General 
Hadley discusses the liquor question in a man- 


ner which suggests doubt of his real attitude on. 


the liquor question. 

No objection can be made to Mr. Hadley’s pro- 
test against the influence of the Hquor interests 
in politics, nor his denunciation of saloon keepers 
who violate the law, nor his pledge to enforce the 
dramshop laws and all laws affecting the regula- 
tion of the liquor traffic. All of this is sound and 
proper. 

But in his strenuous effort to place what he 
calls the “odium” of the support of the lawless 
liquor interests on Mr. Cowherd he uses sweeping 
phrases which practically class all brewers and 
saloon keepers among the lawless elements. In 
support of his contention that “the lawless liquor 
interests are, with practical unanimity, supporting 
Mr. Cowherd,” he cites the fact that Cowherd's 
picture hangs in 50 out of 66 saloons in St. Louis 
and 98 out of 120 in Kansas City. is own pic- 
ture, he says, hangs in no saloon. 
breath he declares that he does not want the 
support of the lawless saloon keepers. Are all 
saloon keepers lawless? 

Referring to the charge that brewery money 
was used in his campaign four years ago, Mr. 
Hadley says: “Mr. Cowherd has been seeking 
to relieve himself of the odium of the support of 
the lawless elements by calling attention to the 
fact that in 1904 one of the leading brewérs of 
St. Louis contributed to the campaign fund of 
the Republican State Committee.” He insists 
that none of the money was spent upon his elec- 
tion and therefore he is untainted. 

Are all brewers lawless? Are saloon keepers 

and brewers, because they are saloon keepers and 
brewers, to be classed indiscriminately, regardless 
of character or conduct, as lawless elements whose 
support taints a candidate? 
* Under the laws brewing is a legitimate business; 
keeping a saloon is a legitimate business; the ga- 
loon is licensed by the State and is recognized 
by regulation. One may not like the business, but 
it must be admitted that it is possible for a brew- 
er or a saloon keeper to be a law-abiding, re- 
spectable citizen, and so long as he does not at- 
tempt to control politics for vicious purposes it in 
possible for him to support a party or a candi- 
date without tainting the cause of the party or 
candidate. : 

But, directly or by inference, to class brewers 
and saloon keepers, regardless of personal char- 
acter, conduct or purposes, as lawless elements, i= 
to condemn the business as illegitimate and law- 
less; it is to characterize it as inimical to public 
interest. The candidate who does this makes the 
liquor business an issue in politics, and by de- 
nouncing it as lawless influences the public mind 
against it, not merely as a political influence, but 
as a business. He thus appeals to the sentiment 
of intolerance. If he is not a prohibitionist he ts 
resorting to demagoguery. 

Mr. Hadley is careful to explain that he is not 
bidding for prohibition votes. The explanation is 
necessary; for ff he is not bidding for prohibition 
votes he is, at least, helping the prohibition cause. 
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:: Mr. Taft has the qualities rated by Julius Caesar 
as indispensable in a safe and sane, dependable 
man.

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THE INLAND WATERWAYS CONVENTION. 

The Inland Waterways Convention at Chicago 
was called to order at 10 o’clock Wednes- 
day morning, by President W. K. Kavanaugh. 
There were 1000 delegates present, including many 
governors of states, congressmen and other pub- 
lic men, Mr. Taft and Mr. Bryan both being in 
attendance. 

There is no politics in this meeting, as is shown 
by the presence and approval of the two princi- 
pal presidential candidates. The object is, direct- 
ly, the development of the material resources of 
the American continent by the improvement of the 
waterways and indirectly a great moral uplift and 
a contribution to civilization of inestimable value.

Persons who can oly make their marks 
should have their identity vouched for by at least one. 
person who should indorse the coupon and the mark 
he made under oath at the time of voting. At the 
first election only coupon No. 1 could be voted. Cou- 
pon No. 2 only at second election, etc. The color of 
these cards and coupons to be different for each year, 
and let the voter vote his coupon at any precinct in 
the city.

NINETEEN-YEAR-OLD boy—youngest of a Corsican lawyer's 13 children— 
A fell in love, in 1803, with an 18-year-old girl—eldest of an Irish-American 

shipbuilder’s 13 children. The lad was Jerome Bonaparte, youngest broth- 
er ef Napoleon Bonaparte, who was at that time First Consul of France and 
rising fast toward the imperial throne and the mastery of all Europe. The girl 
was Elizabeth Patterson, whose father—an Irish emigrant—was the foremost 
ship owner and richest man in Baltimore. Jerome was homeliest of the hand- 


some Bonapartes. Elizabeth was most beautiful of the good-looking Pattersons.

- sailing was indefinitely postponed. Miss Patterson was ambitious. 


Here is the story: 
Jerome was the “spoilt child” of his family. He was a lazy, rather incom- 


petent spendthrift, with not one atom of Napoleon’s genius. Nevertheless he 
was a levable youngster, and could usually wheedle even his iron brother into 
everlooking his faults and granting him favors. He had been started on a na- 
val career; and, at 18, was lieutenant, in command of the French brig of war 


| —— While cruising in Southern American waters his ship was chased by 





English war vessels and he resigned his command, escap- 
ing to Norfolk, Va. Thence he went to Baltimore, where, 
’ on the strength of his brother’s great fame, he was cor- 
) dially welcomed. 
5 Jerome planned to take the first available vessel to 
France. But at a ball he met Elizabeth (known as “‘Betsy’’) Patterson, belle of 
the Maryland city. The couple fell in love at first sight, and the young man’s 
To be court- 
ed by the brother of Europe’s foremost celebrity was flattering. She and Jerome 
became engaged. Her father foresaw trouble and packed Elizabeth off to visit 
friends in Virginia. But she and Jerome would not be parted. So at last Mr. 
Patterson gave his unwilling consent, and the marriage was performed by the 
Catholic Bishop of Bal\more, on Christmas day, 1803. According to one biogra- 
pher, Jerome wore at the ceremony a laced and embroidered purple satin coat, 
the white satin-lined tails of which fell to his heels. His hair was powdered. 
Diamond buckles adorned his shoes. The bride’s dress was an Indian muslin, 
whose thin flimsiness shocked some of the more Puritanical wedding guests. 
Instead of going at once to France, the lovers settled for the time in Balti- 
more, to find out how Napoleon would take the news. Tidings traveled slowly in 
those days, and months elapsed before word came from France. The same post 
that brought the elder brother's decision brought also word of that brother's 
election as Emperor of the French. Napoleon’s orders to Jerome were couched 
in sternest language. The bridegroom was not only severely blamed for mar- 
rying Miss Patterson, but was ordered to return at once to France. Napoleon 
utterly refused to recognize Elizabeth as his younger brother’s wife, and forbade 
him to take her to Paris. He added: 
“T will receive Jerome if he leaves that young person in 
brings her with him she shall not set foot in France.’ 
Jerome had at other times been avie to cajole Napoleon into changing his 
mind. He thought he could do so now. He believed the sight of Elizabeth’s 
beauty’must soften the Emperor’s heart. So, disobeying half of Napoleon’s 
order, he set sail for France on one of his father-in-law’s ships, carrying Eliz- 
‘abeth with him, and bidding America what he then thought was only a tem- 
merary farewell. This country has always been a refuge for the Bonapartes. 
Jerome lived here nearly two years; Napoleon’s elder brother, Joseph, lived 
for a long time at Bordentown, N. J.; Napoleon’s next younger brother, Lu- 
eien, sailed for this country in 1810, but Was captured. Napoleon’s nephew, 
‘Louis (ater Napoleon III) dwelt long in America (in New Jersey part of the 
time), and Napoleon himself is said to have planned once to seek refuge here. 
The ship bearing Jerome and Elizabeth was not allowed to land at any 
French port. Jerome, leaving Elizabeth on board, hastened to his brother.

N its preparation for food corn re- 
| quires long, slow cooking. By this 

process the cellulose (crude fiber) of 
the cell walls are broken down and the 
nutrient materials of the grain are made 
more accessible to the actions of the 
digestive juices. 

The following recipes wil 
housekeeper some of the popular as well 
as simple ways of preparing corn meal 
and other corn praducts into the most 
delectable dishes. 

(Note--Level measurements. are f 
premiring the recipes herewith given. The

Johnny Crke. 

Johnny Cake is a corruption of the 
word Journey Cake. It was called Jour- 
ney Cake originally, because the In- 
dians made it as they moved about 
from place to place making it in their 
travels by mixing cornmeal, salt and 
water to a soft dough. These Were baked 
in thin sheets and served the purpose 
of bread. By way of variation, they 
even often added fruit to this mixture 
You will find this described in Apple 
Johnny Cake, in the following recipe: 

Apple Johuany Cake. 
Two cups cornmeal, two tablespoon- 
fuls sugar, half teaspoonful salt, one 
teaspoonful soda, half cup milk, one 
teaspoonful cream tartar, one and three- 
quarters cups milk, three tart apples, 
pared and sliced; cinnamon and sugar. 
Proc@és—Mix the first six ingredients 
in the*order given, beat thoroughly, ada 
apples, mix well. Pour into a _ well- 
buttered shallow’ cake pan. Pour the 
last half cup milk over the top of cake 
before putting into the oven, and baxe 
80 minutes in hot oven. 
Hasty Pudding. 

Cornmeal Mush—Put one quart of boil- 
ing water in top of the double boiler, 
add one and cne-half teaspoonfuls sa.t, 
mix two cups yellow or white cornmeal 
with two cups: of cold milk, stir this 
slowly into the boiling water, boil five 
minutes, stirring constantly, then place 
vessel over hot water, let cook three 
hours, stirring occasionally to prevent 
mush from tumping. The longer it 
steams the more delicious the flavor, 
serve with milk or cream. If wit and 
yellow cornmeal is made into “Hasty 
Pudding’ in separate vessels, then 
packed in alternate layers in a brick- 
shaped mold, then sliced cold and serve 1 
with cream, it makes a very attractive 
dish. 

Corn Pone. 
Corn Pone was made by 
people of the South in a crude manner. 
They mixed the hand-ground cornmeal 
With salt and water to a soft dough 
molding these cakes in their hands, 
fwhich show the finger marks 46 they 
pressed ‘them into shape. They were 
often baked on a hoe, made hot oy 
being held in the coals of a temporary 
fire that they would build. This cake 
Was also called Hoe Cake. 
We are not as successful in making 
the Corn Pone and the Hoe Cake with 
the cornmeal of today as of former 
times, simply because it is not milled 
as it was then, neither is the corm the 
same variety as that from which the 
Southern cornmeal was formerly made 
Today's cornmeal has better keeping 
qualities because of the fat being re- 
moved wth the germ. It is more di-

Three-fourth cup cornmeal, one cup 
white flour, four teaspoonfuls baking 
powder, four tablespoonfuls susar, onc 
teaspoonf:’ salt, one cup thin creana, 
two eggs, one tablespoonful melted hut- 
ter. 

Process—Mix and sift the dry irgre- 
dients, add cream slowly, beating. con- 
tinnally, add melted butter and 
beaten very light. Pour mixture into a 
shallow,¢ well-buttered pan and hake 2 
minutes in a hot oven 

Indien Bannocks. 

One cup of cornmeal, one teaspoonful 
maple sugar or syrup, one teaspoonful 
salt, two cups scalded milk. two egvrs. 

Process—Add cornmeal to scalded 
milk, add syrup, and salt; cool and add 
yolks beaten very lightly, then the 
whites beaten stiff.

IN ARTHUR CASE 
UPHELD ‘STRIKE 


As Federal Judge He Declared 
Use of Boycott by Union 
3 to Be Illegal. 








MUST HANDLE FREIGHT 


Only Way to Avoid This, 
Judge Said, Was to Quit 
Road’s Employment. 


In his speech to laboring men in East 
St. Louis, William H. Taft cited his 
ppinion in the Arthur’‘injunction case in 
1893, as an indication that ‘he had not 
been unfriendly to labor, as has been 
repeatedly charged by President Gom- 
pers and other union labor leaders. 

Mr. Taft’s East St. Louis speech was 
delivered several hours after his Coli- 
seum speech in’ Sti Louis, in which h3 
declared he had done more for labor 
than -had Gompers. 

The Arthur decision was referred to by 
Mr. Taft as the Magna Charta of labor 
organization, and the rights of such or- 
ganizations under the iaw. He com- 
plained that some persons were too free 
to accept as the truth statements re- 
garding his position toward labor while 
‘on the bench without going to the trou- 
ble of reading his decisions and decid- 
ing for themselves what his position 
had been. 

The Arthur decision, to which Mr. Taft 
called special attention, was handed 
down by him. while he was United 
States Circuit Judge in Ohio in 1893. The 
locomotive engineers on the Toledo, Ann 
Arbor & Northern Michigan Railway 
had declared a strike for higher wages. 


Boycott Ordered by Arthur. 
in promoting this strike, P. M. Ar- 


thur, chief executive of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers, had or- 
dered the.enforcement of one of the 
order’s rules, prohibiting engineers of 
lines connecting with the Toledo, Ann 
Arbor & Northern Michigan from haul- 
ing freight and passengers of that roaua. 

The road brought injunction proceed- 
ings before Mr. Taft, as Federal Judge, 
to enjoin the Pennsylvania Railroad and 
other roads from refusing to handle its 
freight. Arthur was made a party to 
the suit and the injunction as issued 
directed him to rescind his order putting 
into effect his order’s rule. The Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers after- 
wards revoked this rule. 

Judge Taft first issued a temporary 
injunction, and after a hearing, made 
the temporary injunction permanent. 


Men Have Right to Strike, 
In his opinion Judge Taft declared it 


to be the law that laboring men had 
the legal right to organize and to strike 
to promote their, welfare, but he also 
declared they had no legal right to put 
into effect a boycott, which labor organ- 
izations now regard as one of their most 
formidable weapons.

Liver- 
pool cables closed %d to %d higher, a 
fair response and good advanms were 
noted on the Continent, showing that 
these markets are at last becoming agi- 
tated over the Balkan war talk. Sup- 
plies continue to increase quite rapidly, 
but the cash demand at all points, es- 
pecially in the Northwest, today as- 


were well maintained. The flour busi- 
ness at Minneapolis, while showing 
somewhat of a decrease for the week, 
was again very large and good sales 
are being currently reported. 

The bulls, even during the recent 
steady downward movement of prices, 
have never completely abandoned their 
lines, and the Government report of 
Wednesday had the effect of causing a 
renewal of general buying. No export 
demand was reported early and the 
weather for fall farm work continues 
good, but sentiment is very bullish, and

QUICKLY POINTED OUT |* 





Now Street Watches for It to 
Be Put Back 
Again. 





The eyes of Olive street are on the 
west wall of the Frisco restaurant, a 
little way east of Twelfth street. Just 
now there is nothing to be seen there 
but a nice\ new coat of conventional 
black paint. But Olive street wonders 
whether the black coat is going to stay 
there. 

It covers a sign which for 48 hours 
stirred Olive street to the depth of its 
cellars. It said something about “high 
rents’ and ‘a high-price clique.’’ No 
names were mentioned, but Olive street 
concluded that it was meant and Olive 
street raised a mighty roar. 

The sign was painted out, but the 
sign man says it is going to be painted 
in again and Olive street waits with 
bated breath. 

When the agent of the Williamson 
Sign. Co. came along the other day and 
offered to paint a sign for Walter Wal- 
cott, the restaurant man, if he could 
paint an advertisement for somebody 
else on the rest of the wall, it loeked 
good to Walcott.and he told the sign 
man to go ahead, as long as there was 
nothing objectionable about the adver- 
tisement. 

Whole Street Roared. 

Was there anything ebjectionable? 
Well, you should have heard the roar. 

It was the advertisement of a house- 
furnishing company in another part of 
the cityi It proclaimed ‘one price and 
a fair deal to everybody”’ and informed 
the populate that the store was “away 
from the high-rent district and not in 
the high-price clique.”’ 

Before the paint was dry, Olive street 
began to pour its io into the ears 
of the restaurant man, e.sent for W. 
S. Willlamson. He said he would go and 
see the heads of the Olive street houses 
and pacify them. He came back and 
said they were pacified. But were they 
pacified? Not that you could notice. 
Mr. Williamson was scarcely around the 
corner when the clamor was renewed 
with increased intensity. 

The Holbrook-Blackwelder Real Es- 
tate Co., agent of the building, was ap- 
pealed to. Mr. Blackwelder went up 
and saw Mr. Walcott. Finding that no 
contract had been executed for the use 
of the wall, he told Mr. Walcott the 
best thing would be to get rid of the 
sign. Walcott was dead willing. 

Black Paint a Cover. 

Tuesday a force of painters came upon 
the scene and covered the sign with 
black paint. 

The restaurant man’s sign was Er 
and he was that much ahead. The wall 
has had two coats of paint and it needed 
both of them and so it is that much 
ahead. 

The house furnishing company has had 
more action on its sign in two days 
than it would ordinarily get in two 
years, but it wants more. 

* The sign company is out a quantity of 
paint and the wages of the painters and 
is not in a position to collect from the 
company. Mr. Willlamson’s conten- 
tion is that his agreement with Wal- 
cott entitles him to the use of the wal! 
and it is said to be his purpose to put 
the sign right back where it was.
